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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the reference, Muta, 
does not teach receiving a call from a bean object of said second computer to create a bean window. The applicant supports this by 
pointing out that the call from the master computer in the reference is a URL request from the browser, which contains no java 
programming or bean classes. The examiner disagrees, as seen in Column 9, lines 1 - 35, Muta teaches that first the java applet (bean 
service) is installed on the master computer based on the URL request, then that java applet takes over and communicated with the 
remote server to create the GUI interface.
